3 — Brest-Li- 
tovsk, the last great fortress guard­ 
ing Warsaw from the east, has ap­ 
parently fallen before a tremen­ 
dous assault by the Russian bolshe­ 
vik!. North of that place soviet 
forces have smashed their way for­ 
ward in their drive westward to a 
point only 60 miles east of this 
city, 
Over a front of 120 miles the 
Polish armies are being pounded to 
pieces before the rush of the bol­ 
shevik i hordes, which are being 
hurled into the battle in a desper­ 
ate attempt to capture Warsaw be­ 
fore the conclusion of the armistice 
conference. 
Reinforcements 
are 
everywhere being hurried to the 
front by the Russians to complete 
the defeat of the Poles before hos­ 
tilities are halted. 
On the northern sector soviet 
troops have advanced and 
have 
reached the region of Ostrolensk, 
whicn is but 50 miles from War­ 
saw. Far to the southeast, near 
Brody, the bolshevik! have rushed 
reinforcements into the line and it 
is expected a terrific attack will 
be launched there for the purpose 
of capturing Lemberg before the 
armistice is declared.

All advices today indicate that 
the situation in Poland, from the

The Polish delegates which went

sent back to Warsaw by the soviet 
authorities, who demanded that the 
emissaries obtain a mandate to take 
up peace negotiations.

DISPOSING OF 
WOODEN VESSELS 
A BIG PROBLEM 


By the Associated Press 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 3— Disposal 
of more than 
1,500,000 tons of 
wooden 
shipping— 406 
vessels 
of 
various types—built as a part of 
the government’s war time merchant 
marine 
program, 
is 
one 
of 
the 
most difficult problems facing the 
shipping board. Twenty-one of the 
craft, 
aggregating 
82,000 
dead­ 
weight tons, were offered recently, 
but no buyers were found. 
Only 194 of these wooden craft 
are now in operation. Seventy-three 
are tied up at various ports under 
managing caretakers and 139 are 
in storage yards. One hundred and 
seven of those in 
“storage” are 
finished hulls, while 32 are con­ 
verted barges. 
Officials of the board say that 
when the 
serviceability 
of the 
wooden fleet has been demonstrated 
little difficulty will be experienced 
in turning it over to private owner­ 
ship at about $90 a ton. These ves­ 
sels were built In an emergency, 
many of green timber, and some 
of them made poor showings a year 
and two years ago, but now that 
they have “seasoned” officers of the 
bfrard 
consider 
them 
practicable 
cargo carriers. 
Because of the bad 
record of 
some of the vessels operators have 
condemned them all, officials de­ 
clare, whereas the records of those 
now in operation show very credit­ 
able performances. One wooden ship 
out of six round trips across the 
Atlantic, at sea 500 days and in 


for repairs only 22 days. 
To date 532 wooden and compo­ 
site 
ships, 
aggregating 
1,948,256 
deadweight tons, consisting of 322 
cargo ships, one tanker, u s finish­ 
ed hulls, ten sailing craft, 56 hulls 
converted into barges and 20 stan­ 
dard barges, have been delivered 
to the board.
